In the model this costume is made of brown serge combined with striped plush which has narrow silk stripes of 

a lighter brown, The kilted skirt is five yards anda half wide, and on the right side has two panels of plush each 
eight inches wide. The over-skirt has a deep revers of plush on the same side. The basque has a double-breasted 
front, cut down at the neck, opening on a pleated plastron of brown surah, and with plush revers at the sides, and 
lush cuffs. A diagram pattern of the over-skirt is given in. Fig. I.; the fuli dimensions are marked in the out- 
pes of the diagram, The figures outside denote the distances for pleats, etc., which are to be measured from the
